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Foreword 


Auckland Institute and Museum Library is one of New Zealand’s premier historical research libraries, 
and many of our country’s most lauded publications bear testament to the extensive use made of its 
large manuscript collection. Improving access to this collection in the form of bibliographies and 
inventories is an ongoing challenge for Library staff. 

The 1993 Suffrage celebrations increased the demand for information about New Zealand women, 
some already hailed at home and abroad, others the unsung heroines of education, community work or 
artistic endeavour. Funds from the Suffrage Centennial Trust were generously allocated to encourage 
and promote research into the work and words of our women. 

One such project was proposed by the compilers of this guide to me. Sue and Carolyn then set about 
systematically working through tie entire manuscript collection in search of “womanscripts”. This 
guide is the result of their persistence, dedication and thoroughness, and we applaud their tremendous 
effort. The Library also wishes tc acknowledge Janice Chong, who was Acting Librarian for the 
duration of much of the project; Eddie Sun, Technical Services Librarian, for professional advice; 
Jenifer Curnow, Maori materials cataloguer, for assistance with the selection of Maori women subjects; 
Nola Easdale for her expert knowledge of the Williams collections; Gordon Maitland, Photograph 
Librarian; Barbara Spiers, his assistant, and Library volunteers Jan Hawkins and Betty Maddock, for 
time spent locating photographs. 

Writing from Broomielaw in 1867, Lady Barker observed: “A lady’s influence out here appears to be 
very great, and capable of indefinite expansion ... her footsteps on a new soil such as this should be 
marked by a trail of light”. 

This guide marks its own “trail of light” towards a better awareness of all the women whose stories it 
contains.

Introduction 


One hundred years of women’s suffrage was celebrated in New Zealand in 1993. To mark this occasion 
the Suffrage Centennial Trust was established and funding was made available for commemorative and 
research projects. A project which made material on the lives of women accessible seemed an appropri¬ 
ate way to mark the occasion, and Womanscripts is the result. 

Womanscripts is modelled on Women's Words , a guide to manuscripts and archives on women in the 
Alexander Turnbull Library. Our aim in compiling the guide was to provide similar access to manu¬ 
scripts in the Auckland Institute and Museum Library that Women's Words provides to the collections at 
the Alexander Turnbull Library. We hope that the access provided by Womanscripts will lead to greater 
utilisation of the available material and generate more research on women’s lives. 

There are over 2,000 collections of manuscripts in the Museum Library, 600 of which contain material 
by or about women. Many of these collections provide insight into the lives of particular women, some 
already well known, others less well so. 

There is considerable material concerning early missionary and settler women, in the form of shipboard 
diaries, personal journals in which they reflect on their lives and letters home about the conditions of 
voyaging and settlement. There is also a substantial amount of material on women during the two 
World Wars, describing their roles and experiences both in the armed forces and as civilians. Over time 
the amount of material relating :o women and their paid work and the organisations to which they 
belong increases. The later collections contain material in which the roles of women as writers, 
historians or midwives, for example, take precedence over their roles as wives and mothers. 

When viewed collectively, the material provides changing pictures of the circumstances of women’s 
lives over time. It provides women’s perspectives on the history of New Zealand, perspectives which 
until recently have been excluded from the official historical records. 


SCOPE 

The guide lists every collection catalogued as of 1 April 1994 in which writings by or specifically about 
women were located. It includes diaries, letters, and manuscripts written by women and materials 
created and collected by them which related to their lives and their work. It also includes documents 
and material created by men whenever they are directly related to women. Photographs and ephemera 
are noted only where they are part of a manuscript collection. 

ARRANGEMENT & STYLE 

Entries are ordered alphabetically. The description of each entry comprises the women’s component of 
the manuscript collection. The first part of the entry identifies the collection being described. It consists 
of the collection’s main entry, title and the library’s location number. 

The descriptive part of the entry concentrates specifically on the material in the collection which 
directly relates to women. It includes a description of the form and subject matter of the collection, and 
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names the women who are central in each collection. Where the collection contains family history and 
genealogical information no attempt has been made to list all family women. 

The description of the size of the collection refers to the women’s material only. In a few of the largest 
collections numbers of letters have been included in the body of the text to facilitate access. Maiden 
names of married women have been included in parentheses where available. The final note records the 
form of the material and supplies the location of the originals where this information is available. Any 
restrictions which apply to the collection are also noted here. 


INDEX 

The index includes both name and subject headings. It lists all women with dates of birth and death, 
and maiden and married names wherever this information was readily available. Family history 
collections in which women are not named are indexed under the family name. Collections containing 
whakapapa have been indexed as such. Collections containing non-Maori genealogical material have 
not been indexed by subject. Subject headings all relate to women - eg when the heading World War II 
appears it refers to a woman’s perceptions and experience of that event. Each heading refers to the page 
on which the index entry will be found. 


AVAILABILITY 

All of the collections described are available for use within the Library. Specific restrictions, where 
they exist, have been noted at the end of the entry. Access to restricted material is through consultation 
with Library staff. Restrictions on reproduction of material vary from collection to collection, depend¬ 
ing on copyright and the need to conserve fragile items.

Includes a letter from Olive Abbott, an English woman who worked as a journalist in Paris during 
World War II, to Joan and Peter Tattersfield, 27 May 1940. In the letter she describes the volunteer work 
she does at the British Leave Club and comments on the German attitude to the war. Includes group 
photograph taken at Forces Club, Paris, 1940. 2 items.

ADAMS, J. C. Papers relating to the Edwards family. (MS 1109) 

Helen Adams was the wife of J. C. Adams and the daughter of Rakapa Ngawai and John Edwards who 
married in 1850. The collection includes a letter from Olga Adams, daughter of Helen, to Lionel, 1932, 
giving an account of her mother’s and her Aunt Sarah’s lives as told to her by Sarah. After Rakapa left 
John, because of his temper, John took the younger children to live with their older brother and his wife 
Agnes where they were badly mistreated. Rakapa was John’s second wife; he first married 
Rangiwhakarato. The collection includes many whakapapa and notes on Helen Edwards. 4 folders.

ADAMS, Marjory. Reminiscences relating to the Adams family. (MS 92/26) 

The collection includes two manuscripts written by women: ‘Our First Twelve Years in New Zealand 
from 1860-1872’, an autobiographical account by Emma Frances Adams covering the period from 
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when she came to New Zealand aged eight years to when she married James Adams at 20; ‘Cedric 
Gilbert Adams - A Memoir of his life written by his Mother’, by Emma Frances Adams, about the life 
of her youngest son Cedric who was killed in World War I. 1 folder.

ADAMS, Olga Livia Gertrude, 1900-1950. Manuscripts of talks given..., [1944-1945]. (MS 3) 

Olga Adams was the ninth of ten children of J. C. and Helen Adams)”_. She graduated M.Sc. and was a 
post-primary teacher and later lecturer at Auckland Teachers’ College. The collection contains I. Y. A. 
Winter Course Talks given by Olga Adams. Titles include ‘Analysis of Maori laments’, ‘Whakatauki. 
Maori proverbial sayings’, ‘Ritual chants of the Maori war canoe’, ‘The carved meeting house’, 
‘Communal pastures’, ‘Fishing customs’, ‘Trees in story and legend’, and ‘Untitled’. Also includes a 
biographical essay on Olga Adams by Miss M. G. Paterson, photographs and whakapapa.

AGNEW, Annabel Keesing. Papers relating to the Keesing family cl820-1989. (MS 90/53) 

The papers in the collection deal with the history and genealogy of the Keesing family. They include 
the following: an envelope of family history and genealogical information, mainly rough notes and 
newspaper clippings, on Asher and Hannah Asher, who arrived in New Zealand some time between 
1842 and 1844, and their descendants and relatives; an envelope of family history and genealogical 
information on the Green and Goldwater families, descendants of Barnet Kasner and Hannah Raphael; 
an envelope of family history and genealogical information on the Isaacs family, descendants of Samuel 
Isaacs and Catherine Hart; an envelope of family history and genealogical information on Abraham 
Keesing (1829-1860) and Esther Isaacs who were married in 1855 and their descendants; an envelope 
of family history and genealogical information on Barnet Keesing (1819-1874) and Hannah Solomon, 
married in 1845, and their descendants; an envelope of family history and genealogical information on 
Caroline Keesing (1817-1884) and John Nathan and their descendants; an envelope of family history 
and genealogical information on Rosetta Barend Kasner (1797-1862) and Hartog Tobias Keesing 
(1791-1879) and their descendants; an envelope of family history and genealogical information on 
Henry Keesing jnr. and Julia Solomon, married in 1848, and their descendants; an envelope of family 
history and genealogical information on John Keesing (1834-1914) and Amelia Isaacs (1840-1913), 
married in 1860, and their descendants; an envelope of family history and genealogical information on 
Ralph Keesing and Fanny Magnusson, married in 1853, and their descendants; an envelope of family 
history and genealogical information on Thomas (Tobias) Keesing (1821-1912) and Amelia (?)

ARCHIBALD, Jean Kathleen. Papers 1919-1970. (MS 1335) 

The collection consists of miscellaneous papers, including accounts, receipts and academic records, and 
an autobiographical manuscript of reminiscences. The manuscript, titled ‘Arkipakira. Reminiscences’, 
recalls Jean Archibald’s experiences as a teacher in the Native School at Te Hapua in 1935, then at 
Tikitiki, Hukarere, Alfriston and Te Kauwhata. After further training in education at the University of 
London Institute of Education, Jean Archibald worked at Ardmore Teachers College. The manuscript 
also describes the communities in which Jean Archibald worked. The collection also includes the

ARCHBISHOP of Canterbury Prerogative Court. Letter of administration of the effects of Mary Picton 
1841. (MS 90/24)

said goods, chattels and credits, and to exhibit the same into the Registry of our Prerogative Court of 
Canterbury,’ 1842.

The greatest strength of the Ruth Ross collection is the correspondence. There are approximately 5,000 
letters, about half written by Ruth Ross and half written to Ruth Ross. Many, if not most, of Ruth Ross’ 
correspondents were historians, or people working with or interested in the history of New Zealand, 
and the letters deal primarily with historical matters. Many of the letters are very long, and include a 
wealth of historical information, particularly, but not exclusively, on early Pakeha and missionary 
history in Northland and the Bay of Islands. The letters are dispersed throughout the boxes of research 
materials and Historic Places Trust materials as well as in the boxes marked correspondence. Major 
topics in the letters include the following: New Zealand Historic Places Trust business; historic sites 
and buildings in Northland and the Bay of Islands; Waimate Mission House and its restoration by the 
Historic Places Trust; Anglican Church history and parish records; Catholic Church history and Bishop 
Jean-Baptiste Francois Pompallier; the history and restoration of the Melanesian Mission Museum at 
Mission Bay, Auckland; The Treaty of Waitangi and the Waitangi Treaty House.

Jane and William and their nine children later moved to Turanga (Poverty 
Bay) to establish a mission station there. The family left the area after the death of Rev. Volkner in 
1865.
